Bungling the job 


THE TIME you read this, evidence 
weapons mass destruction may 
have been found. But that’s unlikely. 
Sunday, Barton Gellman reported the Wash- 
ington Post that the 75th Exploitation Task 
Force, the group charged with finding weapons 
mass destruction, “winding 
down operations.” The team, 
which has yet find smidgen 
evidence that deposed Iraqi leader 
Saddam Hussein was stockpiling 
weapons mass destruction, 
expected out the country 
the end the month. 

The reason why the went 
war Iraq the first place 
was articulated President Bush 
much congressional applause during his 
State the Union speech January: “If 
Saddam Hussein does not fully disarm, for 
the safety our people and for the peace 
the world, will lead coalition disarm 
him.” the same speech, the president also 
declared that “the gravest danger facing 
America and the world” was the prospect 
regimes such either using weapons 
mass destruction passing those weapons 
along “terrorist allies.” 

Yet now that the war over, forces not 
only have failed find evidence that Hussein 
was armed with weapons mass destruction, 
given looking for it. And while that’s 
bad enough, gets worse: now seems clear 
that preventing weapons mass destruc- 
tion from getting into the hands terrorists 
was never high the Bush-Rumsfeld to-do list 
begin with. What else are make 
May dispatch the Post (also authored 
Gellman) reporting that the offices the 
Tuwaitha Nuclear Research Center, “where 
U.N. weapons inspectors had catalogued tons 
partially enriched uranium and natural ura- 
nium,” had been stripped bare looters before 
forces could secure the site? It’s not yet 
clear whether looters also made off with nu- 
clear materials may never know they 
did. The same thing happened the Baghdad 
Nuclear Research Facility, which contained the 
remains the Osirik nuclear reactor that had 
been bombed Israeli forces 1981 and then 
again forces 1991. But the most hor- 
rifying news the May piece isn’t that 
these sites have been best compromised, and 
worst ransacked. No, it’s that the deploy- 
ment Defense Department team trained 
securing nuclear sites such Tuwaitha and 
Osirik was delayed “after month official in- 
decision.” Apparently, the Bush administration 
had failed work out arrangement ad- 
vance with the International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA), which secured the sites the 
first place during weapons inspections con- 
ducted under the auspices the United Na- 
tions. The Bush administration did not want 


work with the UN-allied IAEA officials in- 
specting and securing the sites. It’s hard not 
compare this with the almost sin- 
gular focus the start the war securing 
oil wells. 

ask again what was the rush 
war all about? now seems clear 
that weapons inspectors both 
should and could have been given 
the time finish the job job 
the Bush administration apparently 
has intention finishing itself.

The squabble between Governor Mitt Rom- 
ney and the legislature over what name the 
tunnel equal parts petty and absurd.

But leave that one alone. Since then, legis- 
lators led State Senator Robert Havern have 
pledged name the major part the tunnel, 
which seen most prominent, after O’Neill 
and give the tunnel connector the name 
Liberty. Havern says has veto-proof 
ity legislators support bill doing just that. 

Not surprisingly, Romney mocked Beacon 
Hill legislators when told the Globe, think 
it’s fine put our fighting men and women 
first, and our politicians second. There may 
some legislators that are used doing the 
other way around, and think it’s time for 
change.” And also told the Associated Press 
that it’s “wonderful acknowledge” political 
leaders. “But there are men and women who 
laid down their lives protect our liberty. be- 
lieve those are the people should recognize.” 

But let’s clear about something. It’s not 


Romney some political outsider willing 
things differently, such naming public 
buildings, tunnels, and bridges after American 
freedoms instead of, Romney strongly im- 
plied with his comments, political hacks. After 
all, did Romney object 1997 when Michigan 
governor John Engler renamed the Olds Plaza 
Building Lansing, which houses many state- 
government offices, after Romney’s father, for- 
mer Michigan governor and Secretary 
Housing and Urban Development George 
Romney? don’t think so. But did, 
like set the record straight. how about it, 
Governor, did you try decline the honor 
your family’s behalf and suggest new name 
for Olds Plaza one more line with cele- 
brating American liberty? 

Even worse, though, the Romney adminis- 
tration’s decision impugn the patriotism 
state legislators who wish name the Central 
Artery tunnel after O’Neill. Shortly after the 
naming dispute went public, Romney spokes- 
woman Shawn Feddeman told the Globe: “The 
war has only been over for week, and 
already people are forgetting the sacrifices 
being made our servicemen and -women. 
Governor Romney believes fitting name 
our newest tunnel the Liberty Tunnel, recog- 
nition those individuals who have fought 
courageously throughout our Commonwealth’s 
history protect our freedom.” 

The notion that Romney social conser- 
vative and member the GOP wing that wants 
strip away American freedoms via the Patriot 
Act which would restrict freedoms 
speech, expression, and association actually 
wants honor “liberty” naming the Central 
Artery tunnel ridiculous. This about pan- 
dering the prevailing pro-military winds and 
nothing else. 

The right thing here name the tunnel 
after O’Neill long planned. name 
bridges, tunnels, courthouses, and other public 
edifices not for our generation, but for those 
come. want them ask, who was this per- 
son deserve such honor? Much has been 
made O’Neill’s role securing federal funds 
make the Central Artery/Tunnel Project pos- 
sible, but this not why deserves have the 
Central Artery tunnel named after him. 
embodied every element what public service 
all about. was average pol who rose 
above himself not only the right thing, but 
the inspired thing. was instrumental turn- 
ing the Washington establishment away from 
the war Vietnam. Early on, recognized the 
subversive significance what Richard Nixon 
was and laid the groundwork for his im- 
peachment. And understood much more 
than suspect Romney can even imagine 
about the meaning the word “liberty.”

Although that denomination supports 
equality, the religious-freedom argument was 
what won the support its leadership. 

Few democracies have equal-protection 
clauses that can use advance equality 
for our communities. Most do, however, 
have protections for freedom religion. 
These arguments can offer widespread bene- 
fits. They are far from merely academic.

Bogus petition impedes 
fight for human rights 


You may have heard of Amina Lawal, a young Nigerian woman 
sentenced to death by stoning for bearing a child out of wedlock. Her 
plight prompted contestants to boycott the Miss World pageant, slated 
to occur in Nigeria, in protest. If you're an avid user of e-mail, a recent 
online petition, headlined AMINA LAWAL SET TO BE STONED ON 3RD JUNE, 
may also have caught your attention — ‘and tugged at your heart. The 
petition implores readers to sign their names on Lawal's behalf. It 
bears the logo and name, in Spanish, of Amnesty International. And it 
reports a seemingly disturbing development in a case that's become a 
cause célebre for human-rights advocates worldwide. 

As you may also have heard, however, the petition is fake. Lawal, to 
be sure, stil! faces execution. Earlier this year, her harsh sentence, 
handed down last August under Muslim sharia law, was suspended 
until January 2004 so she could breastfeed her infant daughter. As her 
case winds through the Nigerian courts on appeal, Amnesty 
International has, indeed, posted online petitions protesting Lawal's 
sentence. But last week, it was revealed that this latest document had 
it all wrong. Not only is Lawal not set to 
die next month, but Amnesty officials say 
they have no idea who authored the 
e-mail. 

Whoever the culprit may be, he or she 
has set off a furor. Nigerian human-rights 
groups, working on the frontlines, have 
put out their own online plea correcting 
the misinformation — urgin 
to stop the protest campaign They cl 
that the e-mail has ae put Lawal’s rel 
in greater jeopardy. 

The flap over Lawal illustrates an 
interesting dilemma. On the one hand, 
human-rights groups need to gene 
p ity about individual cases to r 
abuse. On the other hand, the easi 
way to do so these days — via the click of 
a mouse — might damage the human- 
rights movement in the long run To find

On how disruptive international petitions based on false 
information can be to human-rights cases like Lawal’s: The 
human-rights movement is based on the credibility and integrity of our 
reporting. If we say someone is in trouble, it's based on hard 
information. The Internet is a fabulous tool for disseminating hard 
information. Regrettably, it's also a tool for disseminating 
misinformation, which can be disruptive to our campaigns. Amnesty 
International has been highlighting the case of Amina Lawal for the 
better part of a year. Thanks to us, Oprah Winfrey cited the case on 
her show. Details about Amina were referenced in Parade magazine, 
which is picked up by newspapers nationwide. This exposure has 
generated tremendous support for Amina. it's generated tremendous 
pressure on Nigerian officials to treat her fairly. Now, someone has 
circulated this petition that contains misinformation. We don’t know 
who's responsible. So it's become an easy way to distract attention 
away from the legitimate campaign. 


On when high-profile advocacy campaigns do more harm than 
good: If the campaign is based on misinformation, it undercuts the 
pressure that legitimate campaigning has accomplished. It can — I'm 
not going to say it will — but it can make it easier for state officials to 
ignore legitimate pressure. They can say, “We got five million 
signatures based on something that isn't even happening. What's all 
this brouhaha about? What credibility do these international groups 
have when they say things we're not doing?” Campaigns based on 
misinformation drain our energy. Then, we have to put out a correction 
to set the record straight. 


On the most effective strategy when fighting against human- 
rights abuses: Letters, telegrams, and hard-copied petitions are much 
more effective than an online petition. A genuine e-mail from a person 
who identifies him- or herself is powerful, too. Public pressure is 
important. Government officials need to hear from the international 
community. They expect to hear from the international community. If 
they don’t hear protests, then, in many cases, they feel they can 
proceed with impunity. Only when they hear from us through faxes, 
individual e-mails, letters do they restrain their worst instincts. Our 
Strategy is to generate protest, but at the right time. 


On what the well-intentioned do-gooder who receives an 
online petition imploring action on a human-rights case should 
do: Unless they can feel confident that the online petition is associated 
with a credible human-rights organization that stands behind the 
petition, I'd ignore it. If they're not confident, call Amnesty International, 
look to our Web site, check the facts in the case. Right now, there’s a 
press release responding to this online petition on our site. Just as 
people read a newspaper skeptically, they need to read such petitions 
skeptically. After all, anybody can put anything online.

And then, once 
the three-week session began, Israeli forces staged 
raid Gaza that killed Hamas leader, which turn 
led horrific suicide bombing Hebrew University. 
Still, through activities benign volleyball games

and intense mediated “co-existence groups,” the 
teens gradually came see and understand their 
counterparts’ point view, even they were not ready 
abandon their own. Even Aya, who had originally 
intended not take part group tour the 
Holocaust Memorial Museum, Washington, 
protest what she saw overemphasis the 
suffering Jews, relents.

Adler says that Seeds Peace’s 
online forum has been invaluable during times 
crisis, when kids taken part the program may 
feel isolated and alienated from their peers.

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victim September advocates peace 


Terry Rockefeller knows sorrow and pain. 
For 19 months now, she has had to mourn 
the loss her only sibling, Laura, who died 
in the World Trade Center attacks. But last 
summer, when Rockefeller first heard 
President Bush invoke 9/11 to justify war on 
Iraq, she felt betrayed and appalled. Then, 
she and three other 9/11 survivors took 
action. They planned a trip to Iraq on behalf 
of September 11 Families for Peaceful 
Tomorrows, an advocacy group that seeks 
nonviolent solutions to terrorism. In January, 
as the war that's now hailed as an 
unequivocal success loomed, Rockefeller 
traveled from Baghdad Basra, from 
hospital to school, to reach out to iraqi 
civilians. On May 19, at a special luncheon 
hosted by the Arlington peace group 
Women’s Action for New Directions 
(WAND) at the State House, she'll 
be honored as an “extraordinary 
woman for extraordinary times” for 
her peace work. The Phoenix spoke 
with Rockefeller by phone from her 
Arlington home about terrorism, her 
time in Iraq, and her life post-9/11. 


Did the news about the 
terrorist attack Saudi Arabia bring 
back 9/11 for you?

Q: What moment in Iraq stands out in 
your mind? 

A: One of the most emotional moments 
came in Basra, in the no-fly-zone. We 
heard air-raid sirens, which reminded us of 
how the war had never stopped in Iraq. We 
were taken to a family whose father had 
been killed on December 1. He was a 
driver at an oil refinery whose truck was hit 
by a missile. He’d been dead for six weeks. 
His wife was mourning in seclusion, in a 
room that only women could enter. We 
women asked to pay our condolences. As 
we entered, she embraced us. She told us 
how sorry she was about September 11th. 
She recalled her horror while watching the 
events on TV.

Last time the subject the munchies came up, 1977 
been writing this column longer than lot you 
sumbitches have been alive all could tell you was that sci- 
entists had ruled out dope-induced fluctuations blood sugar 
cause. Since then, I’m pleased inform you, great strides 
have been made. turns out, far from being mere curiosi- 
ty, the munchies provide clue the workings one the 
body’s primary methods hunger regulation, the endoge- 
nous-cannabinoid system. 

Your body, seems, contains specialized proteins called 
cannabinoid receptors. (Broadly speaking, receptors react 
certain stimuli and produce certain results.) The best-known 
cannabinoid delta 9-tetrahydrocannabinol (THC), the prin- 
cipal psychoactive ingredient weed (a/k/a cannabis). Far 
more important from the body’s standpoint, however, are the 
endogenous internally synthesized) cannabinoids, endo- 
cannabinoids for short, which work like neurotransmitters and 
are produced part the built-in apparatus which periph- 
eral parts the body inform the brain that it’s lunchtime. En- 
docannabinoids and cannabinoid receptors are abundant the 
hypothalamus, the region the brain that plays pivotal role 
appetite regulation. 1992, researchers identified the first

(In India, fact, folks have used pot treat loss 
appetite since around 300.) Though research incom- 
plete, appears that smoking marijuana the best means 
administering THC; food consumption increases primarily 
social settings; and the foods consumed tend sweet. 
it’s possible that someday the recommended treatment for 
disease-induced anorexia may consist lighting few 
joints, sitting around group, and munching Oreos. Lest 
you get the wrong idea, though, appetite-suppressed patients 
don’t necessarily have get high enjoy the benefits mari- 
juana. the lowest effective dose, test subjects report little 
euphoria, sleepiness, dizziness. 

Cannabinoids have variety other medical applications. 
The use marijuana the treatment glaucoma well- 
known. THC, under the name dronabinol, has been used since

therapy. Cannabinoid antagonists, which inhibit the effects 
cannabis-type compounds, have been shown suppress sugar 
and alcohol consumption lab animals and are thought 
hold great promise for obese humans, particularly those with 
weakness for sweets.

Stood aside and one instance even 
sent note for “great shoe-leather reporting” 
when inexplicably started breaking 
huge stories while covering the Washington- 
area sniper story. The biggest scoop that 
federal prosecutors had whisked away teenage 
suspect Lee Malvo just was about con- 
fess local authorities now appears have 
been based entirely five anonymous, nonex- 
istent sources. 

“The person who did this Jayson Blair,” 
publisher Arthur Sulzberger Jr. quoted 
saying the Times piece. not begin 
demonize our executives either the desk edi- 
tors the executive editor or, dare say, the 
publisher.” 

But though it’s surely true that Blair deserves 
most the blame, equally true that Raines 
himself could have prevented all this from hap- 
pening. This isn’t hindsight; quite the contrary. 
The most damaging scandal the paper’s his- 
tory was laid out right front Raines before 
even happened. any time during the past 
few years, the corrections piled up, Blair 
could have been quietly let go, least super- 
vised with microscopic scrutiny attempted 
put his life and career track.

21-PLUS months the top 
the masthead have been tumultuous, 
both the good and bad sense the word. The 
former editorial-page editor and Washington- 
bureau chief had barely settled into his new 
job when the terrorist attacks 9/11 took 
place. Raines more than rose the occasion, 
leading the Times unprecedented seven 
Pulitzer Prizes. was named “editor the 
year” the trade magazine Editor Publish- 
last spring. 

The past year, though, has been another 
story. Raines’s high-handed management style 
has led numerous departures, including those 
Kevin Sack, who won Pulitzer this year for 
his new employer, the Los Angeles Times, and 
Tim Golden, who reportedly produced several 
ahead-of-the-curve stories regarding corruption 
charges against then-senator Robert Torricelli 
that were spiked Raines and that ended 
television station instead. 

Outside the building, Raines has been under 
rabid attack from the right. the view these 
conservative critics, Raines has taken paper 
that has traditionally been part the genteel es- 
tablishment liberal elite and given much 
harsher, more ideological, left-liberal edge. This

more serious note, the paper’s coverage 
Iraq both before and during the war was 
dauntingly comprehensive, with something 
offend every ideological point view for those 
inclined offended. But the Times mis- 
stepped last summer characterizing com- 
mentary Henry Kissinger the Washington 
Post being anti-war when was merely im- 
penetrable. took Times columnist Bill Keller, 
who had lost Raines the executive-editor 
sweepstakes, set the record straight. 

Raines’s management style, though, has 
been characterized not much ideology 
heavy-handed, top-down orientation. 
Over the past generation so, the men (and 
they are all men) who have edited the great 
metropolitan papers have evolved from such 
swashbuckling, larger-than-life figures Abe 
Rosenthal (at the Times), Ben Bradlee (at the 
Washington Post) and, locally, Tom Winship (at 
the Globe) quieter, more buttoned-down, 
CEO-type approach. true Len 
Downie the Post and Marty Baron the 
Globe; was true immediate pred- 
ecessor, Joe Lelyveld, well.

Though such works stretch the notion 
“fair use” provisions copyright law 
(which allow third parties use copyright- 
material for purposes that include “criti- 
cism” and “comment”), they don’t break it. 

Yet much the more recent work 
legal Art” especially that which has ap- 
peared since the 1998 copyright revisions 
and the 1991 battle royal between the rock 
group and sonic subversives Negativ- 
land over the latter group’s “U2” single 
more consciously transgressive. does 
more than bend “fair use”; rather, attacks 
the shackles copyright law places artists 
who dip into the Zeitgeist find sources 
for their work. 

many ways, the Negativland contro- 
versy detailed their book, Fair Use 
was the opening shot the new war over 
copyright. The “U2” single was collage 
made bizarre and profane rant 
America’s Top host Casey Kasem, un- 
derscored sample U2’s Still 
Haven’t Found What I’m Looking For” 
and might have escaped notice, except for 
its packaging. The cover the Negativland 
single foregrounded the “letter and the 
“numeral huge letters, using the dis- 
tinctive typeface cribbed from the Irish 
band’s War LP. Island Records, which was 
U2’s label that time, literally litigated the 
Negativland release into oblivion and 
also created firestorm controversy 
about the concept “fair use” and sam- 
pling.

end, the entire Teletubby world flooded 
with deep water and subject massive oil 
drilling. 

Boyce also radically subverts news 
his 1999 video “Special Report.” The faces 
Boyce’s four-minute feature are familiar 
(ABC’s Peter Jennings and Ted Koppel, 
CBS’s Dan Rather, NBC’s Tom Brokaw), 
but their lips have been digitally altered. 
What pops out these journalists’ 
mouths? Hysterical and paranoid rants 
from 1950s-era sci-fi and horror films 
such camp classic Plan 
from Outer Space. this age shock

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The cat corpses Heidi Erickson’s Boston apartment bear 
witness largely ignored psychiatric disorder: Animal hoarding

OFT, FURRY ANIMALS and grue- 

some, bizarre behavior: this unlikely 

pairing tailor-made for tabloid 
headlines has been grabbing media atten- 
tion since April 28, when Boston’s Inspec- 
tional Services Department raided Beacon 
Hill apartment find five malnourished 
cats, equally mistreated Great Dane, and 
more than feline cadavers, most but 
not all which were frozen. 

The macabre saga continued the apart- 
ment’s sole human occupant, Heidi Erickson, 
took the city, claiming (as reported the 
Boston Globe) that the charges against her were 
“fabricated” and “trumped up,” despite damn- 
ing evidence animal mistreatment “as ex- 
treme a case as I've ever heard of.” Says Carter 
Luke, vice-president animal protection for 
the Massachusetts Society for the Prevention 
Cruelty Animals (MSPCA).

Her outlandish doings have proven 
the cat’s pajamas for postwar media looking 
for the next big story. the Boston Herald 
(which has given the story extensive cover- 
age), headlines like DEIA MEW and FUR BAWI 
have played the saga’s voyeuristic appeal. 
But all the fuss from pet lovers and rep- 
utable breeders, and amid all the testimony 
from disgusted neighbors and former land- 
lords, the real story has gone almost unno- 
ticed. Talking Herald reporters after the 
housing hearing, Erickson gave away. “I’ve 
lost family cats,” she said. 
family,” she repeated Watertown police, 
and several sources have quoted her describ- 
ing herself “bereft” her “babies.” took 
until this past Monday for the Boston Globe 
identify Erickson suffering from par- 
ticular psychiatric disorder. Despite her heat- 
rejection the diagnosis which, some 
would say, only confirms its applicability 
Heidi Erickson cat hoarder. 


NIMAL HOARDING which cat 

hoarding seems the most common 
manifestation one the weirder psy- 
chological phenomena. Hoarders, animal- 
control professionals (who prefer the word 
the more innocuous-sounding “collec- 
tors”) call them, take breed animals 
the point where they can longer care for 


the pets or, frequently, themselves. Nutri- 
tion, veterinary care, and sanitation out 
the window the animals pile up. Sanity 
goes well, most hoarders lose the abili- 
recognize the unhealthiness their sit- 
uation. hoarder, the animals are family 
and anyone seeking relocate them kid- 
napping kin, often removing the 
only source emotional connection. 

Giving something name doesn’t excuse it. 
But animal hoarding has come recog- 
nized psychological condition. Gary 
Patronek, director Tufts Center for Animals 
and Public Policy, has been 
studying hoarders for years. 
1997, founded the 
Hoarding Animals Re- 
search Consortium (HARC), 
psychology, sociology, vet- 
erinary medicine, epidemiol- 
ogy, social work, and animal 
protection. The group de- 
fines hoarder not the 
number animals kept, but 
rather the condition 
which they are maintained. 
According HARC, 
hoarder not only accumu- 
lates large number ani- 
mals, but also fails provide 
minimal nutrition, veterinary 
care, sanitation; fails 
act the deteriorating con- 
dition the animals the 
environment; and fails act 
recognize the negative 
impact all this his 
her own health well- 
being. HARC has turned 
some frightening statistics. 
1999 study, found 
about 2000 cases hoard- 
ing nationally each year. 
While not all cases are ex- 
treme Erickson’s, most 
hoarders (76 percent) are fe- 
male and more than half live 
alone, Erickson does. 
42, she’s younger than the 
percent hoarders who 
are over. But her ac- 
tions match the per- 
cent cases which dead 
sick animals are found, 
and the percent which 
the hoarder does not acknowledge problem. 
Other anecdotal details for instance, the 
way Erickson supposedly tried cover the 

stench with air fresheners and sealing her 
windows fit the mold well. (Many the 
studies substantiating these statistics are 
linked the group’s Web site 
www.tufts.edu/vet/cfa/hoarding/index.html.) 
Patronek’s group has published several 
papers exploring the idea that hoarding may 
result from combination disorders. 
elderly subjects, may early sign 
dementia. Other research has suggested 
connections with delusional attachment 
disorders, perhaps explaining the emotional 
bond between the hoarder and her his an- 
imals and the hoarder’s alienation from 
fellow humans. But perhaps the clearest link 
with obsessive-compulsive disorder 
(OCD), with which hoarding shares several 
symptoms. Like OCD sufferers, hoarders 
can experience what one HARC study de- 
scribes unrealistic sense responsibil- 
ity their animals and unrealistic expecta- 
tions, evidenced hoarders’ often calling 
themselves “saviors” and describing their 
charnel houses “shelters” for their ani- 


mals. OCD also often linked with ritualis- 
tic collecting inanimate objects. 

Although there accepted treatment 
for hoarding, some studies suggest prescrib- 
ing medication that works for delusional dis- 
orders (such antipsychotics) OCD 
(such certain antidepressants anti-anx- 
iety drugs, like Paxil). But nothing works all 
the time. fact, the prognosis for hoarders 
and the animals they get their hands 
grim. Patronek’s research reports re- 
cidivism rate nearly 100 percent. 

Cats the only animals that get 


hoarded, although the Luke esti- 
mates that they account for about per- 
cent the cases sees. (Luke, member 
consortium, also confirms that 
most cat hoarders are women: “There’s 
something about and cats,” says.) 
Hoarding reptiles, birds, and multiple 
sometimes exotic species has also been re- 
ported. “But you have dogs, people no- 
tice,” says. more rural thing.” 

His office handles about dozen cases 
hoarding each year, although rarely are they 
extreme the Erickson situation. Often, 
says, family member intercedes. “We get 
calls, ‘Hi, Mom’s out control. Can you help 
us?’” The mandate take care 
the animals and consider cruelty charges. 
The hoarder usually remains untreated.

The smart money the latter. For starters, 
despite the obvious similarities between Er- 
ickson’s actions and the disorder model, ex- 
perts like Patronek and Luke are unwilling 
diagnose her hoarder without having met 
her (although Patronek does add that “it 


sounds like sad situation”). Spokespeople 
the Animal Rescue League Boston (which 
received the Watertown cats) likewise de- 
cline label her cat hoarder; this group, 
like the MSPCA, focuses the care the 
animals, not their purported keepers. 

Even if, seems likely, Erickson con- 
firmed hoarder, there isn’t much the state 
can do. Legally, the issue involves not her 
mental health, but her sanitation and her care 
animals. The Inspectional Services Depart- 
ment (ISD) deals with people rather than ani- 
mals, but delve into the motives for 
their actions: “We don’t identify animal 
hoarders, just generic conditions,” says John 
Dorsey, ISD’s assistant commissioner. And 
there’s little public outcry for treatment. Er- 
ickson obstreperous, solitary woman 
fits into long history cat-associated fe- 
male loners, dating the from Salem’s 
purported witches, who have been ostracized 
and criminalized mainstream society. 

Instead, likely that she will face fines 
jail time (up $1000 year’s imprison- 
ment for each charge) found guilty ani- 
mal cruelty. After that, there’s the near-per- 
fect certainty that she, like most hoarders, will 
once again begin gather animals. There 
isn’t much that animal-protection groups can 
do. Many shelters, says Ted 

Clark, the Animal Rescue 
League’s director public re- 
lations, keep list known 
hoarders, but there formal 
registry. “The real bad folks are 
known,” says Clark. “But 
there’s small local shelter, 
where they may not know that 
person ... well, it’s not hard 
get animals, and it’s not pri- 
ority lawmakers.” 

some ways, say those who 
care for animals, the media’s 
voyeuristic spotlight may have 
real bright side. Along with its 
Grand Guignol appeal, this un- 
folding story also providing 
some public education, and 
that’s the only real hope for 
helping hoarders and their 
victims. Luke, for one, applauds 
the attention and the ensuing 
public outcry. “It used that 
these folks were thought about 
just ‘the crazy neighborhood 
cat lady,’” says. “You find 
cat [and] you take it to the cat 
lady, without recognizing the 
harm that’s being done the 
animals, the humans, and the 
sanitation. new the 
recognition that this not be- 
nign lifestyle choice.

tion being paid cats, who his- 
torically have been considered 
less important than dogs. Cats, 
says Luke, are still taken for 
veterinary care only about 
percent frequently dogs 
are, but that’s from about 
half often five years ago. 

Also, least this one case, the progno- 
sis for Erickson unclear, the cats’ futures 

are little brighter. For now, the troubled fe- 
lines are receiving medical care and proper 
food. Their cages are clean. While some 
the cats remain Boston’s care, the majority 
are the Animal Rescue League’s Pembroke 
isolation ward, where, Clark says, “our job 
make them healthy possible.” 

Eventually, hopes judge will grant 
permanent custody the cats the League, 
and the group can offer them for adoption. 
But such happy resolution “is going 
months away,” says Clark. “They need 
rehabilitated, and the court has figure 
what’s going happen.” this ongoing 
saga, explains, these cats merely 
victims potential pets.

Judging from 
the results, they apparently felt few 
qualms about inflicting severe collateral 
damage civil liberties along the way.

proach the Constitution went too 
far. Shippensburg’s refusal protect 
the search for truth the unfettered 
expression one’s views undermines 
the very foundation 
purpose, curtailing honest discussion the 
areas where most needed and denying 
the core mission intellectual 
exploration. Many colleges and universities 
today try dress such codes defining 
unwelcome speech “harassment,” but the 
disguise does not work very well. Shippens- 
burg’s code happens one the na- 
tion’s worst, but shares many characteris- 


tics with codes found elsewhere. 

Advocates other, less draconian campus 
speech codes should not confident that 
they will escape similar legal scrutiny. Here 
the Bay State, careful reading the Univer- 
sity Massachusetts’s code student con- 
duct reveals provisions strikingly similar 
Shippensburg’s paternalistic speech restric- 
tions. Under surprisingly prudish 
students can disciplined for speakir 
ways that create “sexually offensive work- 


ing academic environment,” for using 
“sexual terms describe individual,” 
even for engaging symbolic speech that in- 
volves “offensive sexually suggestive” pic- 
tures, cartoons, or posters. Put more simply, 
basic expressive activity banned. 

The restrictions Shippensburg and 
UMass are similar because administrators 
both schools share the same flawed, but rarely 
questioned, assumption underlying most 
speech codes: namely, that there serious 
conflict between civil rights and civil liberties, 
and that members diverse groups will never 


have full civil rights equal education 
without muzzling ideas that might make the 
campus feel less welcoming. 

This “civil rights vs. civil liberties” para- 
digm rests the belief that when person 
feels discomfort result exposure 
racist, sexist, homophobic, other 
ant words and ideas, such discomfort is, 
and itself, civil-rights injury equivalent 


being turned away from the lunch counter for 
being black, denied job for being woman, 
beaten for being gay. this emo- 
tional discomfort the essential element 
civil-rights injury. Thus, students have right 
ideas that could diminish their feelings 


esteem; they are matter civil 


entitled comfortable and “safe” emo- 
tional environment free such ideas 
This bizarre and dangerous expansion 


commonly accepted notions civil rights 


distorts the debate over free speech cam- 
pus.

There is, course, nothing 
wrong with a university striving to 
create comfortable environment 
emotional otherwise for 
its students.

However, such 
comforts are just that comforts 
and their provision should not 
lead confuse niceties with 
real civil rights: important protec- 
tions from violence, brute threats 
force, intimidation, racial dis- 
crimination, and the like.

But can the artist’s reputation restored along with his work? 


Sargent’s career has become, conservator 

Gianfranco Pocobene puts it, “gloomy, dark, 

and depressive.”

Every day since last November, 
Pocobene and his crew which generally 
numbers between five and eight people 

have climbed scaffold wobbly platform, 
feet above the ground, and set about 
the business giving Sargent’s mural its 
much-needed overhaul. The job is, 
Pocobene puts with some understatement, 
challenge.” The size alone daunt- 
ing. sweeping, 16-panel pictorial narrative, 
the work covers more than 2000 feet the 
ceiling and walls. takes one person 
entire day swab square foot can- 
vas. That’s something like 48,000 hours 
nose-to-the-canvas toil. 

the best times, art conservation 
tricky, nitpicky business. There are, for one 
thing, real guidelines involved every 
project presents its own challenges: the kinds 
paint used; the kinds surfaces involved; 
the kinds coatings applied; the flaking, 
peeling, and cracking work has sustained 
through the years; the aftereffects past 
restorations. All this must taken into ac- 
count before work can even begin. And dur- 
ing the restoration process itself, things get 
even trickier: challenges are met, new chal- 
lenges emerge, and when these are dealt with, 
the old challenges re-emerge. It’s shifting, 
slippery business, like trying pin tail 
moving donkey. And restoring Tri- 
umph Religion particular more akin 
wild stallions. 


Though much has been made the icono- 
graphic complexity Triumph, the work 
equally remarkable for its technical innova- 
tions. is, for instance, possibly the first mul- 
timedia mural history, employing more than 
600 relief elements: glass beads, bits wood 
and metal, papier-maché, plaster, and snip- 
pings commercial wall coverings. Sargent 
also incorporated outright sculpture into the 
work carved Christ, whittled Moses. 
Beyond this, used lavish amounts gold 
paint, applied different kinds coatings 
create various visual effects, and even scuffed 
the surface places. While all this makes for 
dazzling spectacle, for the conservator adds 
huge pain the neck. 


HIS YEARS the Straus Center, Gi- 

anfranco Pocobene, age 46, has faced his 
fair share difficult jobs, including major 
projects the capitol buildings Rhode Is- 
land and Pennsylvania. Nothing, though, has 
quite prepared him for what has faced 
the BPL over the last seven months. “We 
knew was going complicated,” 
Pocobene says, “but the project has evolved, 
realized that it’s more than that all 
these applications, the different materials, the 
architectural elements, the lighting, the the- 
atrical scene that Sargent created. This 
world its own.” 

Pocobene, soft-spoken, congenial man, 
seems tailor-made for this kind work. His 
manner deliberate, thoughtful, and reassur- 
ingly calm. “One thing you have remem- 
ber,” says, “is that it’s okay stop. There 
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excitement this Wow! Look how 
clean can get this! but that can dan- 
gerous thing. There are always surprises. Cer- 
tainly, with this project there are all sorts 
things that can get you into trouble. had 
some tense moments there.” 

Tense indeed. When been entrusted 
with the well-being one the finest art- 
works America, mistakes are not option. 
The people who restored the mural 1953, 
outfit called the Finlayson Brothers, found 
this out the hard way. After completing 
their work mere three months after they 
began the restorers faced widespread criti- 
cism for having ruined sections the mural 
with ham-fisted and hurried execution. 
Even though the extent damage caused 
the Finlaysons was probably overstated, 
seems likely that the company wasn’t flooded 
with mural-restoration work subsequent 
years. Bernard Margolis says Pocobene 
and his team, “They know that their profes- 
sional reputations are wrapped how 
they about this, what they and re- 
move from the mural.” 

added pressure surrounding the Sargent 
that the work being done Triumph Reli- 
gion intended not only restore the surface 
Sargent’s work, but also restore Sar- 
gent’s reputation muralist. The thing is, 
for all its accomplishments “It’s archi- 
tectural marvel,” says Margolis, painting 
masterpiece” the mural has never really 
gotten much respect. “Isn’t that sad?” Margo- 
lis continues. going change that. 
This work will put Sargent back the map. 
There will much greater appreciation for 
these murals when we’re done.” 


ARGENT WOULD likely shocked, not 


mention dismayed, discover how little 


attention his mural gets today. Triumph was 
far the most ambitious work his career, 
massive undertaking that consumed 30-plus 
years the life (he started work the 
mural 1890, finished 1919, and fretted 
about until his death 1925), and led him 
all but abandon his thriving career por- 
trait artist. Indeed, complete was 
dedication the project that insisted 
designing the lighting, the architectural details, 
and even the light sconces Sargent Hall. 
considered the work his crowning 
achievement, his truest claim immortality. 

Triumph Religion was intended Sar- 
progress from the superstition and dogma 
old the more enlightened, personal spiritu- 
ality believed could become the mod- 
ern world. The work represents kind elab- 
orate before-and-after. the “before” panels, 
Sargent painted phantasmagoric idols, 
damned souls being crammed into the mouths 
demons, feverish depictions Armaged- 
don, figures tumbling through space their 
descent into Hell, scenes suffering and un- 
certainty. The “after” was represented the 
triumph law and introspection God ten- 
derly teaching child, the complex human 
emotions reflected the faces his prophets. 

the years took Sargent complete 
the work, employed wide range styles 
from the portrait-like realism his Frieze 
Prophets, the stylized mishmash an- 


cient iconography Pagan Gods, the 
churchly carvings Crucifix. Further, drew 
his imagery from hundreds sources, rang- 
ing from the work Michelangelo pagan 
idols. The result mesmerizing, sometimes 
unsettling feat. “Sargent’s achievements 
[Triumph says art historian 
Mary Crawford Volk, “are equal and possi- 
bly greater than his achievements portrait 
artist any other aspect his art.” 

Many Sargent’s contemporaries, howev- 
er, were decidedly less enthusiastic. Although 
critics heaped praise Triumph’s early pan- 
els, the time the mural had neared comple- 
tion, began draw scathing criticism, large- 
from Modernists, who viewed throw- 
back, aesthetic dinosaur. Margolis says, 
“People were looking contemporary artists. 
They were looking Picasso.” de- 
tractors were merciless. Critic Roger Fry 
called the mural “wanting decorative coher- 
ence, filled with common and inexpressive fig- 
ures, and inspired with journalistic pedantry.” 
Another derided Sargent “an illustrator.” 

make matters worse, one the last 
panels that Sargent complete 
metaphoric depiction synagogue that 
showed broken, blindfolded figure— was 
criticized anti-Semitic. The controversy 
that greeted the panel the Massachusetts 
legislature considered passing bill have 
removed from the library haunted Sargent 
the extent that eventually abandoned the 
mural project altogether. The final panel was 
have been the mural’s keynote painting, 
tying the entire project together: rendering 
Christ’s Sermon the Mount. The panel 
remains empty this day. 

Even now, some critics snidely dismiss 
Triumph recent article the New York 
Times described “Sargent’s ambitious but 
soulless masterpiece”).

Sally Promey, au- 
thor Painting Public: John Singer 
Sargent’s Triumph of Religion at the Boston 
Public Library (Princeton University Press, 
1999), recently gave lecture the BPL

Legal eagles get the bottom Macbeth’s madness 


air foul and foul fair,” gurgle the three witches 

the ominous opening scene Shakespeare’s Macbeth, 
they had premonition about the state 21st-century 
American jurisprudence. the Bard’s Scottish tragedy, 
Macbeth and his ferocious Lady descend path 
murderous madness. But was Macbeth maniac? 

This summer, the Commonwealth Shakespeare Company, 
which since 1996 has been bringing the Bard the public 
for series free outdoor performances, stages the play for 
the masses. But before the CSC folks bring Macbeth the 
Common, taking him court. Well, sort of. 
conjunction with the Federalist Society yes, the 
conservative/libertarian law- 
policy group the CSC 
presenting “Macbeth and the 
Insanity Defense,” semi- 
staged reading the play 
featuring rare Beacon Hill bi- 
partisan effort: the cast 
includes Lieutenant Governor 
Kerry Healey (Lady Macduff), 
Mass Appeals Court justice 
David Mills (Macbeth), and 
Federal District Court judge 
Nancy Gertner (Lady Macbeth), 
plus spot roles House 
Speaker Thomas Finneran, 
Middlesex Martha Coakley, 
Mass Supreme Court justice 
Robert Cordy, and attorneys 
Harvey Silverglate, Jay Carney, 
and Leonard Lewin. The 
performance, next Thursday 
the Shubert Theatre, will 
followed discussion led noted criminal-law 
expert and prof Randy Barnett. 

It’s not the first time the CSC and the Federalists have used

“The 
mental health system is not great at helping people who 
don’t want help. [Shakespeare suggests the same. “Canst 
thou not minister mind diseased?” demands Macbeth 
his Lady’s physician. “Therein,” replies the doc, “the patient 
must minister Being deranged strong 
argument why someone should segregated from the 
general public. And this program should highlight that 
dilemma, the dilemma 
between protecting the 
community and the refusal 
to punish people.” 

Shakespeare, says Wang 
Center resident director and 
CSC artistic director Steven 
Maler, was aware the 
seductiveness of power and 
violence, (in the Bard’s 
words) the “black and deep 
desires” present all us. 
“Evil exists,” says Maler, who 
is directing the staged 
reading. “An underbelly 
the world exists. It’s part 
human nature.” And, 
says, the line dividing those 
who act upon their black 
desires from those who don’t 
thin. “Clearly there are 
people the world who 
not have the capacity evaluate what doing.” But 
for Macbeth, Maler believes “capable analyzing what 
he’s doing.” 

may that Macbeth better use for his celebrity 
value than for his potential test case. “Lawyers their 
hearts are actors,” says Maler. “There’s certain theatricality 
being Tom Finneran Harvey Silverglate, and they bring 
that with them the performance.” nothing else, Barnett 
concludes, fun see lawyers talking Shakespeare 
talk.”

beefy flavor the oxtail shreds, the 
particular spicy flavor fried parsnip 
strips, and the excellent greens with 
balsamic dressing.

Long Journey into Night and Day the Death Joe Egg Broadway

YORK Tolstoy reminds 

that every unhappy family 

unhappy its own way. But 
from Oedipus Rex King Lear 
Long Day’s Journey into Night, the 
great works overflow clannish 
particulars become universal. Eugene 
Pulitzer-winning “play old sor- 
rows,” which currently enjoying monu- 
mental revival Broadway, could not 
more specific rendering the 
own family crucible: four loving, tortured souls 
sunk sea drink, drugs, coastal fog, and 
interlocking recriminations. Yet it’s impossible 
not have your heart broken O’Neill’s Ty- 
rones. contrast, British playwright Peter 
Nichols’s 1967 Day the Death Joe Egg, 
also Broadway expert revival and also 
based personal experience, more closely 
moored its time and circumstances. You feel 
the caustically rendered pain the cen- 
tral couple, who like the playwright have had 
lives and love upended the care severely 
handicapped child. Yet the end, the play 
does not, like Long Journey, wrap its in- 
dividualized digits around you like fist. 

The Long Day’s Journey revival is, the 
Bard (an Catholic, according James Ty- 
rone) would say, the stuff that dreams are 
made on. Director Robert Falls, who helmed 
the 1999 Tony-winning revival Death 
Salesman, fields cast that once again features 
that fragile bulwark, Brian Dennehy, along 
with Philip Seymour Hoffman, Robert Sean 
Leonard, and the incomparable Vanessa Red- 
grave. Except for unusually mercu- 
rial Mary, whom the play centered, the 
production more respectful than revelatory 
careful buffing rather than recarving 
Mount Rushmore. But its four hours (includ- 
ing two intermissions) are exhilarating 
they are exhausting, though exhaustion part 
the experience, the total immersion 
agonized forgiveness.

This after establishing her- 
hot commodity the theater world 
and jetting about for lectures, panels, and 
workshops. Encountered the street 
Providence two years ago, just back from Rus- 
sia, she said she’d given unpacking and 
was living out suitcase, since her life now 
consisted two-week stays here and there.

reud’s famous question “What 
women want?” — began as a portentous 
query, became radical feminist slogan 
the 1970s (the answer was: “Everything”), 
and has since devolved into Oprah-esque 
cliché self-help. Its lengthy but narrow cul- 
tural shelf life was predetermined, part, be- 
cause was the wrong question that pandered 
male-oriented expectations. Not only was 
presumptuous the good doctor wasn’t actu- 
ally asking women what they 
wanted but was far too gen- 
eral, viewing all women single 
group with identical needs and 
desires. Even more the point, 
its contextual implication was that 
women had “want” because they 
were, some way, incomplete. 
Caroline Knapp’s Appetites impressive 
cross cultural analysis and personal memoir 
neatly turns Freud’s question inside out. 
Appropriately subtitled “Why Women Want,” 
the book far more interested the subjective 
meaning desire, “appetite,” than ob- 
jective solution. Indeed, the end, she’s come 
the conclusion that the simple acknowledg- 
the best, and most 
vital, first step can take. Her thesis that 
women desperately “want” because their basic 
needs their appetites are profoundly de- 
nied our culture. The mandated require- 


ment of women’s needs is

inevitably twist women’s basic need for food, 
sex, and personal recognition into triangular 
nightmare eating disorders, destructive rela- 
tionships, and compulsive shopping.

the problem how women are proscribed 
from experiencing pleasure.

Looking back the band who invented alterna-country 


almost any standard, the first two 

years the were tumultuous 

time the realm pop music. The 
introduction the SoundScan system for 
tracking sales computer had, for the 
first time, given the music industry access 
fast and accurate informa- 
tion about what was and 
selling.

any group associated with the cowpunk label 
could sustain more than cult audience. 

But there were few punk-associated 
bands among them the Minutemen, 
and the Meat Puppets who virtue 
their intense eclecticism had been able 
flirt with country and folk without being sad- 
dled with the deadly cowpunk label. Only 
caught the ear major label, Elektra, 
which tried market them some kind 
hard-rock band, with little success. the 
early however, bands like and even 
Social Distortion, with their Johnny Cash— 
loving singer Mike Ness, had raised the no- 
tion that punk itself was kind folk 
music.

Even now, with the reissue Depres- 
sion, 1991’s Still Feel Gone, and 
March 16-20 Sony/Legacy and the simul- 
taneous re-release the band’s lone major- 
label disc, their 1993 Sire/Reprise album An- 
odyne, Rhino, “Graveyard Shift” sounds 
shocking. matter how many times you’ve 
heard it, you never quite expect that opening 
riff segue into those savagely abrupt stops 
naturally, were the most normal 
way for band arrange song. The disc 
goes incorporate elements that are 
much more recognizably traditional country 
folk nature, like the banjo-pickin’ verses 
the second tune, the Tweedy-sung “That 
Year,” and, course, the Carter-penned title 
track, which sticks acoustic foundation 


Farrar intones, “I’m going where there’s 
from care.” What’s punk about Depres- 
sion, beyond the overdriven guitars and rac- 
ing tempos that drive tracks like “Factory 
Belt” and “Outdone,” the sense that 
Tweedy and Farrar followed any rules 
they cobble together tunes like “Graveyard 
Shift.”

ago,” says Mighty Sam McClain. 
always admired the man. patterned 
singing him getting the big voice 
come from way down the belly. have 
him acknowledge asking join 
him stage was such honor. thank 
God for that.” 

McClain treasures his photos that Au- 
gust day when Bland, who was already 
major hitmaker the when McClain 
was just beginning his career, invited him 
the stage the Portsmouth Blues Festival. 
Their duets under the summer sun were 
nothing less than epic event pairing 
two the finest traditional soul and blues 
singers alive. 

But, hey, even respect and admiration have 
their limits. Since McClain released his latest 
CD, One More Bridge Cross, his own 
Mighty Music label 
month ago, his album has 
been running neck and 
neck with Bland’s new 
Blues Midnight (Mala- 
co). “I'll see radio sta- 
tion’s chart and one week 
he’s #1,” says McClain. 
“The next week it’s me. 
Then he’s got again 
and then it’s me. the 
Living Blues charts, 
battling for position and I've got #5. This 
has happened before when both put 
out albums, and I’ve always said, Bobby 
get it. He’s been this lot longer than 
have. inspired me; deserves it; give 
Bobby.’ But not this time. This time want 
beat his ass!” 

And McClain, Louisiana-born singer 
blessed with the kind rich-toned, towering 
voice and chops that once-great American in- 
dependent record labels like Stax and Atlantic 
were built upon, may succeed. After all, he’s 
worked his own ass off since the late re- 
building career that crumbled the first time 
around. entered the national music scene 
1966 with cover Patsy Cline’s “Sweet 
Dreams” that scored the R&B charts and 
took him Harlem’s famed Apollo Theater. 
Then spent two decades coming grips 
with his life and his art, battling alcohol, 
homelessness, and failed relationships before 
last finding himself. Beginning with 
Give Love, McClain has released 
series first-rate albums that have won him 
strong international fan base and 
enabled him put series un- 
happy dealings with record labels 
behind him taking matters into 
his own hands. 

“On the previous albums, had 
two days record the whole 
thing,” explains. “There were 
overdubs. was all live. 
something wasn’t quite right, was 
told there wasn’t enough money 
back and fix it. Then the labels 
would hardly buy any ads, and 
just mail the CDs out and 
not promoting them. For One 
More Bridge Cross, spent 
days the studio over two 
months and got everything 
sound the way wanted to.” 

And that’s damn good. Mc- 
vocal performances are 
gripping ever, whether he’s es- 
saying the pure gospel number 
“Open Heaven’s Door” lay- 
ing down raw phrases funky 
shuffle like “If Wasn’t for the 
Blues.”

Norcia has released 
three solo albums since then, and the 
last two, 2000’s Rockin’ Sugar Daddy 
and the new Sugar Ray the Blue- 
tones Featuring Monster Mike Welch 
(both Severn), have been especially 
rewarding returns hard-delivered, 
mostly Chicago-style blues, replete 
with his rich, melodic harmonica 
blowing. 

“My dad played great harmonica, 
kid heard him playing harp 
around the house,” how explains 
his beginnings the instrument.

Absolutely modern 


Pierre Boulez Harvard; plus Emmanuel’s final Schubert concert

19-year-old Frenchman Arthur 
Rimbaud wrote 1873, and his 

dictum has been cri coeur for French 

artists ever since. Last weekend, Harvard 

University’s Music Department and its Cen- 

ter for European Studies devoted entire 

day the subject French Modernism, 
and the sun around whom the day’s events 
revolved was the most absolutely modern 
living French artists: conductor, composer, 
zsthetic philosopher, institutional organizer, 
hero the avant-garde, teacher, and witty 
raconteur Pierre Boulez. had been five 

years since appeared Boston and 

years since spoken Harvard. 

The day’s events began with closed ses- 
sion between Boulez and students and fac- 
ulty from the Harvard Music Department 
and continued with panel (sans Boulez) 
French Modernism music, photogra- 
phy, and art. Johns Hopkins art historian, 
critic, and poet Michael Fried (some 
whose poems John Harbison has set 
music) discussed Roland Barthes’s last 
book, Camera Lucida: Reflections Pho- 
tography (“Reading passages Barthes 
gives one the illusion great intelligence”), 
especially irritation with any the- 
atricality intention issue that would 
return later the day when Boulez was 
asked about the theatrical aspects his 
own music. Then Yves-Alain Bois Har- 
vard’s Art Department spoke “non-com- 
positionality” post-war French painting 
and the use chance way avoiding 
“subjectivity.” “I’m not familiar with these 
painters,” one the panelists admitted 
Bois. “Why should you be?”, Bois replied. 

Then New Yorker/NY Times music critic 
and Elliott Carter librettist Paul Griffiths 
spoke revealingly about early years 
Paris during and just after the Occupa- 
tion (the Nazis had banned French music), 
about how the precocious firebrand ex- 
pressed the “unqualified moral anger the 
young” and the idea that “any important 
hilation what had come before,” what 
Boulez called new language shocked into 
existence the destruction the old”: the 
“organized delirium” 12-tone musical se- 
rialism. 

After coffee break, Harvard Music De- 
partment chair Thomas Forrest Kelly intro- 
duced the maestro himself, who was fed 
questions Griffiths and the chair 
Salzburg University’s Music Department, 

Boulez was his most forth- 
right and charming much mellowed from 
the young iconoclast who dared challenge 
the sacred cows. The subject was “Mod- 
ernism and French Music” but his com- 
ments were more personal and practical. 

Stenzl asked about musical nationalism. 
Before the war, Boulez said, was 14, not 
very old, and Modernist? nothing.” 
France, said, knowledge Romantic 
music had stopped with Wagner. Mahler 
and Bruckner were “missing links.” Spanish 
composer Manuel Falla had strong ties 
with France, but only two pieces music 
from the Second Viennese School were 
known Paris: Pierrot Lu- 
naire and Lyric Suite. After the war, 
Boulez said, was “interested breaking 
down walls. generation was eager 
have international contact.” But scores were 
hard find. “You couldn’t buy them and 
this kind difficulty was provoking the de- 
sire know what was out reach.” Darm- 
stadt, Holland, became not “school” 
but “meeting point, melting pot” for 


contemporary composers: Berio, Nono, 
Stockhausen. Later, after the 1956 Hungar- 
ian uprising, Ligeti arrived, then Polish 
composers. generation two” later, 
traveling was easier, visas and scores 
became available. National identity seemed 
less important (though recently, nationality 
has resurfaced musical impulse). “Berio 
and Stockhausen were considered French 
but that’s not completely the 
truth. I’m not typical Frenchman.” 

Griffiths asked Boulez how conducting 
had influenced his composing. don’t be- 
lieve tradition all,” Boulez answered. 
“It’s like the game played small boy. 
You whisper someone, ‘My handkerchief 
pocket,’ and gets passed along 
until the last person says, 
cat has eaten 
chocolate.” Tradition is 
mannerism trans- 
formed.”

After working with East 
Coast hardcore producer Brian Mc- 
Ternan on their first two albums, DC 
all-ages metal standouts Darkest 
Hour give up the ghost and go 
straight to the source on their latest, 
which was made with acclaimed 
death-metal producer Fredrik Nord- 
strém at his studio in Sweden. With 
two new members of their own al- 
ready on board, the five-piece also 
recruited a host of Eurometal lumi- 
naries to guest on the disc, which hits 
stores this Tuesday. 

The results do more justice to the 
gods of Swedish death than any 
group of short-haired kids from the 
birthplace of straight-edge have a 
right to. Singer John Henry trades 
screams with legendary At the Gates 
frontman Tomas Lindberg on “The 
Sadist Nation,” the album's frighten- 
ing yet regal first single. “Fear is an 
heirloom and hate is contagious,” 
wails Henry, lashing out at our war- 
like culture over a legion of blast- 
beats. Insurrection is his favorite 
cause, but he addresses life on the 
road and heartbreak with equal pas- 
sion on “Oklahoma” and “Seven Day 
Lie.” respectively. Darkest Hour’s 
heartfelt punk ethos combines with 
their well-honed melodic chaos to put 
them at the top of the metallic-hard- 
core heap.

SWING? (Yep Roc). On their last 
few CDs, these NYC veterans 
sounded a little too world-weary to 
conjure the shamanistic power of 
their classic early-’80s party albums. 
But Do You Swing? marks a fine re- 
turn to form and should go a long 
way toward re-establishing the 
debonair duo of singer Peter Zarem- 
ba and guitarist Keith Streng as the 
diplomats of American garage rock. 
Recorded with Rick Miller from 
Southern Culture on the Skids, the 
13-song CD goes back to the basics 
of what fueled the Fleshtones in the 
first pace: the gritty bounce of “Dou- 
ble Dipper’ is a 21st-century rewrite 
of “Louie Louie”; and the simple, ex- 
uberant “One Four Five” is nothing 
less than a garage-rock how-to set 
to a propulsive backbeat. The band 
stay close to home on “Destination 
Greenpoint,” a sentimental number 
about their favorite Brooklyn neigh- 
borhood. But Zaremba seems to be 
on some kind of quasi-spiritual trip 
in “Are You Ready for the Moun- 
tain?”, which is nonetheless ground- 
ed in revved-up Lyres-style retro- 
rock. All the Fleshtones’ classic 
touchstones are here, from Streng’s 
psychedelicized tremolo guitar 
chords to Zaremba’s frantic mara- 
cas and harmonica blasts.

Mstislav Rostropovich’s 
standing as the pre-eminent virtuoso 
cellist of our time tends to obscure 
the debt that numerous contempo- 
rary composers owe to him. From his 
friendships with Britten and 
Shostakovich to his premiere of Eric 
Tanguy’s Second Cello Concerto 
with the BSO last year, Slava’s pas- 
sionate advocacy for new music 
dwarfs that of almost any artist of 
comparable stature. Among the more

two concertos are among the most 
rewarding. and they're especially 
worthy of re-release in EMI's “Great 
Recordings of the Century” series. 
Henri Dutilleux wrote “Tout un

and each movement are taken. The 
poem's sensuality is reflected in the 
kaleidoscopic variety of colors pres- 
ent throughout the score. The instru- 
mental backdrop shifts constantly be- 
tween unusual combinations of in- 
struments. Dutilleux can also write 
beautiful, involved melodies — such 
as in the gorgeous second move- 
ment — and these Rostropovich 
plays as wonderfully quixotic songs. 
Serge Baudo conducts the French 
orchestra with command and per- 
spective, placing every note in what 
sounds like its logically correct place. 
Witold Lutostawski’s concerto be- 
gins with an extended cadenza for 
the cello in which repeated notes are 
repeatedly interrupted by scurrying 
bits of melody. When the orchestra 
(conducted here by the composer) 
finally enters, it’s in the form of an off- 
kilter brass fanfare that knocks the 
soloist from the scene. Lutoslawski's 
musical syntax is “modern” enough, 
but the piece nevertheless harks 
back to the Romantic concerto, in 
which soloist and ensembie are 
placed as opposing forces, generat- 
ing tension out of their confrontation. 
His sound palette is tougher and less 
varied than Dutilleux’s, but his con- 
certo conveys more weight and 
straightforward power. Sound in both 
works is excellent.

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**xALL THE REAL GIRLS (2003). 
David Gordon Green's follow-up to his 
2000 debut, George Washington, was 
honored for its “emotional truth” at this 
years Sundance Film Festival. Cer- 
tainly the film's earnest attempt at a 
fresh love story sets it apart. But 
Green's leaden-paced look at inarticu- 
late average Joes in a rural mill town 
probably won't thrill many filmgoers 
outside the Park City borders. Not that 
there isn't occasional visual poetry in 
All the Real Girls. \ts North Carolina 
setting is the cinematic cousin to The 
st Picture Show's bleak Texas town, 
where people are mired in lost dreams 
and dead-end lives. But the story itself 


is mundane. Paul (played by Green's 
co-writer, Paul Schneider), a 22-year- 
old slacker and unconvincing lothario, 
falls for Noel (Zooey Deschanel), the 
teenage sister of his best friend, and 
she wins and then breaks the re- 
formed stud’s heart.

As the hours of each 
woman's day pass, the movie cross- 
cuts among them to show each com- 
ing to a crisis point: Woolf breaks free 
of the isolation of the lifeless London 
suburb to which husband Leonard has 
exiled them in order to preserve her 
tenuous mental health; Laura con- 
.fronts the feeling that she's trapped in 
a dome: life; Clarissa recognizes 
that her clinging attachment to old 
flame Richard (Ed Harris), a poet 
who's dying of AIDS, has been more 
detrimental than helpful to both of 
them. Streep is her typically inventive 
self, creating drama in a role whose 
inner conflict might otherwise go un- 
seen. Moore, in a more intense varia- 
tion on her Far from Heaven role, plays 
Laura like a sleepwalker trying to 
awaken from a nightmare, and her 
scenes with the remarkable child actor 
(Jack Roveillo) who plays her son are 
heartbreaking.
